„The classical platitudes and verbal gen­ 
eralities in which Mr. Jenkins Indulged 
in the opening speech of his campaign 
were to a mild extent lighted up by some res 
elutions which he discovered while rum 
waging among the dusty records ot tho al­ 
most forgotten past. These resolutions wet o 
introduced into the Legislature of Wiscon­ 
sin in the year 1859, and received the sup­ 
port of the Republican representatives and 
the opposition of the Democratic members. 
They were to the effect that the doctrine 
of allowing the government of the United 
States to be tho final judge of the powers 
delegated to Itself by tho States, would 
slop nothing short of 
despotism, “since 
.he discretion of those who administer the 
government, and not the constitution' 
would be the measure of their powers,” 
and that the seveial States had the right to 
udge ot its Infraction and to discover 
and apply the remedy. To those who 
are 
at 
all 
conversant 
with 
the exciting history of that period, it is 
abundantly known that the tnends of lib* 
erty were striving to discover some man­ 
ner by which the encroachments ol the 
Slavepower could be stopped. 
Every 
department of the government was in 
active sympathy with the efforts to extend 
and strengthen slavery. 
The Dred Scott 
decision by which the peculiar idstitution 
had been legalized in eyery State and by 
which it wa9 made the duty of every citi- 
u to assist in capturing fugitive slaves — 
had fairly become understood; the diaboli­ 
cal schemes for forcing the system on 
Kansas were being applied with the most 
relentless vigor; Senator Toombs had an­ 
nounced his intention of calling the roll ct 
his slaves at the foot oi Bunker Hill mon­ 
ument; Southern Governors In their rnes- 
s iges were demanding the re-openlng ol 
the slave-trade, and from every quarter 
the aggressive demands of that power sus­ 
tained by every department of the national 
government, were made with a zeal and 
pertinacity which betokened prospective 
success. It was under such circumstance a 
that

solemnly declared that, rather than have 
the inhuman system of slavery forced upon 
the I rec States aud Territories, they would 
fall back upon those reserved rights which 
are the common possession of all persons 
who love liberty and justice.

Mauy of the readers of the Patriot will 
remember, during the session ol the recent 
Ladies’ Foreign Missionary society, the 
presence of a finely dressed, tine looking 
lady, named Mrs. Foster, who took an ac­ 
tive part in the proceedings of the meeting, 
and during one evening of the week deliv­ 
ered a lecture on temperance, that was 
largely attended. She was a lawyeress, 
being associated with her husband at 
Clinton. Iowa, in the practice of law, 
under the firm name of Foster & Fos­ 
ter. 
The Kansas City Journal finishes 
the story we have here commenced as fol­ 
lows: 
Once upon a time, as all true stories be­ 
gin—but for the sake of accuracy, say fif­ 
teen years ago—Rev. Dr. Warren, a some­ 
what celebrated clergyman of Philadelphia, 
performed the marriage ceremony for two 
people, who afterwards sent out their cards, 
inscribed “Mr. and Mrs. Avery, at home to 
their friends Tuesdays and Fridays, in the 
afternoon,” 
A few weeks later found Mr. and Mrs 
Avery comfortably located in M anhattan 
Kansas. Mrs. Avery was one of that class 
called “strong-minded” women. She was 
an aJvc?ate of female suffrage, made speech­ 
es and wrote for the papers. So far as, 
however, the public knew, the marriage 
life of the Avery* had the average amount 
of felicity in it. One day Avery went away 
—nobody seemed to know just where. 
Some said he went to Colorado to make 
his fortune in the mines ; some said be had 


Judge Foster was introduced lo Mrs. 
Avery. Another day, a month later, he 
married her, sho in the meantime having 
taken care to procure a divorce from 
Avery on the ground of desertion, for fear 
he might turn up sometime. 
Mrs. Foetor studied law with her hus­ 
band, and assisted him in his legal business, 
which is quite large, as Judge Foster is 
one of the most eminent lawyers in the 
Hawkeye state. Being a woman of spirit, 
or rather a public spirited woman, she 
naturally enlisted in the cause of temper­ 
ance, and was elected President of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
She attended the national temperance 
camp meeting at Bismarck, in August, and 
took a yery active part in the proceedings. 
Sne remained also through the church en­ 
campment, which immediately followed the 
temperance encampment. Rev. Dr. War­ 
ren, of Philadelphia, who performed tho 
ceremony at the time Mrs. Foster was 
married to her first husband, attended the 
church encampment and renewed their old 
acquaintance. 
When the church encampment closed, 
Mrs. Judge Foster and another lady went 
over to Denver together. 
A few days 
later, Rev. Dr. Warren took the train for 
Denver. In this city he was the guest of 
Rev. Earl Cranston, pastor of the Metho­ 
dist church. The next Sunday after his 
arrival he sat in Earl Cranston’s pew, and 
glancing up at Mr. Cranston in the pulpit, 
he noticed a very strange look on his face. 
Mr, Cranston’s look seemed to be directed 
to some one behind Dr. Warren, and the 
doctor tam ed aroand to see what it was 
that attracted Mr. Cranson’s attention. On 
the next seat behind him Dr. Warren saw 
Mrs Foster and just behind her a man 
whom he recognized at once as the long 
lost Avery. The look of 
surprise anti 
astonishment which the doctor’s features 
presented, attracted Mrs. Foster’s attention 
and she turned around to see what it was 
behind that Interested so many people. As 
sho turned her movement attracted the 
attention of the people in the next seat 
behind her, and she found herself face to 
face with lier first husband, whom she 
supposed dead. Their eyes met, and tho 
recognition was instantaneous and mutual, 
although they had not seon each other tor 
liitecn years. 
Beside Mr. Avery sat a 
woman and two or three children. It was 
his faulty. She got up and left the church; 
Avery remained through the service. 
All that night Mrs. Foster walked the 
floor in her room, silent but greatly agi­ 
tated. The next morning Mr. Avery cal­ 
led, and in tho presence of friend, had an 
interview.

A Remarkable Case. 
One xjifeht iu I SOI a little girl, about 
one year old, wa* deposited in the drawer 
of the found;: . 
! oppital at Brest. She 
was dressed rn an . ii doerf, and a note 
attached to her skirts, told that ber name 
was Solace, s c i J fiat she would be re- 
claimcJ by ber lather. The claim was 
never made, however, and indue time the 
child was transferred to the orphan asy­ 
lum, to be educated there. As she grew 
up she developed a most extraordinary 
beauty, but her intellect appeared to be 
very weak, and she suffered from frequent 
nervous tits. 
When she was twelve years 
old she was scut out into the streets to sell 
flower?, 
and 
her 
beauty 
and 
her 
modesty 
attracted 
many 
People’s good-will, but 6he grew weaker 
and weaker and at last she died. Accord­ 
ing to French custom, she was buned in 
an open basket, and, as it was winter and 
the soil was irozen, she was laid into the 
gra*e, only covered with a thin layer of 
sand. 
During the night she awoke, and, 
pushing the sand away, she crept out from 
this grave. Not exactly understanding 
what had taken place, she was not very 
much frightened, but in crossing the glacis 
between the cemetery and fortifications 
she was suddenly stopped by the outcry,

sentinel 
fired, 
and

Brought Into the guard­ 
house her wound was found to be very

Judges 
say that Buford’s hostility was against 
themselves as well as against Elliott, on 
account ot the opinion rendered against 
Im. in their court, and that Judge Elliott 
was the victim was due more to the fact of 
Buford’s accidentally encountering him at 
that time than to anv special hostility 
towards him. In short, the Judges argue 
that they arret*! with Judge Elliott iii 
every stage of the proceedings, and that 
their relation to the case shows that they 
cannot properly sit on the appeal.

constitution and Uwsctf Kentucky provide 
that whenever a majority of tho Judgesof 
the Sjprem e Court cannot sit on the trial 
of a case, by reason ot interest or blas, tho 
Governor shall appoint a special court to 
try the case, ail J that is what Governor 
Blackburn will have to do in this instance. 
The court concludes its opinion by saying: 
“ We are satisfied that we should retire 
from the bench in this . cause, making an 
order certifying to the Governor that he 
cannot preside, on account of the interest 
of the three Judges now prescut on the 
berob in the event of this cause.”

For days did she watch the house for 
glimpses of the young woman, and at last 
she saw her with a milk pitcher in lier 
hand going toward a neighbor’s, and si>oke 
to her. The woman, in her tale, says there 
was a mutual recognition. 
Be that a? ii 
may, an intimacy sprang up between them, 
and the young woman who bore so strong 
a resemblance to the dead daughter was n 
frequent visitor at Mrs. Williams’. 
The 
girl had been living with a couple of lad,?* 
in Lamasco, and the frequent visits made 
by her to Mrs. Williams’ finally aroused 
as she says, their suspicions, and led them 
from the persistency with which Mrs. Wil­ 
liams sought the girl, to make them wish 
to avoid her. The feeling increased to 
such ao extent that they determined to gel 
away lrom the object of their avoidance.

accordingly they made their arr angelin n’-

for their departure. 
Mrs. Williams having 
a suspicion of what was going on, deter­ 
mined to bring mailers to a focus by lodg­ 
ing her complaint before the police author 
Hies, telling them that she , wanted tin 
women arrested, and that one of them was 
her daughter, who she paw buried. In 
conversation with the d ik e r making tin* 
arrest she 
descril>ed her daughter and 
marks upon her person, telling him mat ii 
he did not find these marks as slit* describ­ 
ed them to let the woman go. The murks 
on lier daughter were a mole on lier hrea*i, 
a speck iii one ol her eyes, and an injur* *1 
finger which had been nearly cut oil, aud, I 
after the severest examination these mirk- j 
were found just aa she had accurately de ­ 
scribed them. Her tale, as.slic relates if, 
at the Central station, Is as 
billows: 
“About eighteen months jaeo my daughter 
was taken sick, and the physician that I 
called began giving her morphine and 
quinine.

I made money and saved it, making oc­ 
casional remittances to the family at home, 
who were overjoyed to hear irom me atter 
so long and guilty a silence. 
"I had learned to gamble, of course, but 
now I resolved to quit it. For two years I 
kept th s resolution, and had in the mean­ 
time saved eyer $G,CLd. 
Do you believe 
that the devil tempt* you ? I will tell you 
it is true. I began to feel a strange desire 
to visit my old haunts. 
I yielded, and 
found my way to a well known gambling 
hell, where I lost every dollar of my hard­ 
earned money. 
31y self-contempt 
was 
complete. I sneaked to my lodgings, feel­ 
ing that I had somehow parted with my 
manhood as well as my money. 
"The very next day I was surprised by 
the offer of a lucrative subordinate position 
in a Ic feral office in San Francisco. 
This 
wi * not the first concidence of the sort in 
my life where an unexp' cted influence had 
been brought to bear upon me, giving my 
plans and prospects a new direction. Has 
U< J anything to do with these things, or 
is it accident ? I took the place which was 
odored to me, and worked with renewed 
hope and energy. I made a vow against 
gambling and determin J to regain all I 
had thrown away.

Fitzgibbon, Chairman of 
the Gas Committee. 
This bait was swal­ 
lowed and the motion prevailed. As soon as 
it became evident that Fitzgibbou was to 
locate it where it was not wanted at all, 
the Council moved to 
reconsider the 
matter,

opposition skipped out and there was no 
quorum. Last Monday night the same 
means were resorted to, and the quorum 
broken again, Ald. Davies first getting 
excused, and then Ald. Fltzgibbon asking 
to be excused, was refused, and watching 
Ins chance soon after skipped out and the 
Council could do nothing. 
TUB morning the workmen with shovels 
commenced excavating for the lamp*po8t. 
It became evident that the location fixed 
upon by Ald. Fltzgibbon was on tho Mil­ 
waukee side, where there was enough 
light already, aud more than all it was 
outside of the gutter, about ithree lect 
from the curbing. For all practical purpos­ 
es it might have been set in las middle of 
the street, as it wa9 right where every team 
turning the corner, would be liable to run 
against it. It became so evident that it 
was to be placed there irom pure spite 
that quite a little knot of citizens gathered 
about the corner, and grew quite excited 
over the matter. Ald. Church came a1 Alg, 
and as Chairman of tho Highway Street 
and Bridge Committee, ordered the work 
stopped, it being an obstruction to the 
street.
